Last year's total, in a population 
of approximately two thousand 
fewer persons, was 1425 contagious 
diseases— a slightly higher overall 
percentage, but still a record to 
which the Board of Health may 
point with pride. 

Chicken-pox ran up the highest 
figure for the year, with 243 cases 
reported. 

Compared with 1946's 426 cases, 
however, the figure looks good. 
There were 550 cases of mumps, 
compared, to last year's 380 cases, 
and 208 incidences of measles, 
against 452 for 1946. 

The figure of which Lower Mot- 
ion Township is most proud, how- 
ever, is the infantile paralysis sta- 
tistic: two cases in 1947. There
